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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Amendment to claims 2, 6 and 9 and cancellation of claims 1 and 23-29 is noted. 

Claims Allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A process for producing an industrial chemical comprising the steps as claimed 
in claim 1, wherein the isomerization precursor is an unsaturated fatty acid or fatty acid 
derivative, is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art. Prior art also does not teach 
or fairly suggests the claimed step of isomerizing an unsaturated fatty acid or fatty acid 
derivatives prior to metathesizing the isomerized product as claimed in claims 12 and 
22.
